THREE SHOT IN PISTOL FIGHT

Senator Harding’s answer was neither direct nor 
straightforward, but it was conclusive. His indirect 
reply leads to one conclusion—he is against the 
League and will not submit the Versailles peace 
treaty to the Senate. 

The Senator said he would never submit the League 
of Nations to the Senate with Article X in it. Of 
course, he cannot submit the peace covenant, under 
which the existing League is organized, without 
Article X. That is an integral part of the treaty and 
he cannot eliminate it without the consent of all the 
members of the League—without, in effect, negotti- 
ating a new treaty. The Senate may adopt reserva- 
tions and the President may accept them, and the 
League members may permit us to join the League 
by ignoring or accepting them, but no one has the 
power to change the treaty without the consent of all 
the signatory Powers. 

If there is any doubt of his attitude in this answer, 
Mr. Harding swept it away by stating that there 
were, in his view, insuperable objections to the ex- 
isting League, and, if elected, he would consult the 
best minds in America and “see what.kind of pro- 
gram the leading men of America think we can unite 


a 


The Senator did not say what minds he would con- 
sult—the minds of Borah, Johnson, Brandegee and 
Reed, who are against any League, or the minds of 
Taft, Root, Wickersham and Hughes, who are for 
the existing League, with reservations. They say 
that no other League can be organized now. 
Clinching this conclusion, Senator Johnson, at Chi- 
cago Saturday, said that Senator Harding’s ‘“‘utter- 
ances make it plain beyond cavil that when Senator 
Harding is President he will not take the United 
States into the League,” and “I resent the imputa- 
tion upon his sincerity by those men and newspa- 
pers, who, while conceding that he has stated his 
attitude plainly, contend that he will act at variance 
with his unequivocal utterance.” 

Senator Borah in New York said emphatically, “Eu- 
rope will accept no other League than the League of 
Nations. America must enter it or go it alone.” 
Senator Harding has assured Senators Borah and 
Johnson that he is in accord with their views. 

We must conclude, therefore, that Senator Hard- 
ing is against the League of Nations and will not 
submit the Versailles peace treaty. If he is elected 
President the existing League will be scrapped and 
there will be no other, because there can be no other. 
Guarantees of world peace will be indefinitely post- 
poned, so far as our action and influence are con- 


cerned.

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THE LEAGUE AND THE POCKETBOOK. 
Miss Katherine Cunningham, principal of the Char- 
less School, who answered several questions asked 
by Gov. Cox at the Coliseum meeting, gave a very 
practical turn to the League of Nations in an inter- 
view with the Post-Dispatch. She believes the League 
will substantially reduce the cost of living by re- 
ducing the burdensome costs which preparedness for 
war levies even upon as peaceful a people as our- 
selves. 

What that cost is is not generally appreciated. Miss 
Cunningham speaks of the millions now invested 
in the construction of one battleship. That, of 
course, is but a drop in the bucket., But, thanks to 
one of Ohio’s really able statesmen, former Senator 
Theodore E. Burton, the American people were given 
an intelligible idea of the cost of militarism. Some 
10 years ago—long before the world war—Mr. Burton 
showed that 72 cents of every dollar collected by 
Uncle Sam was expended in the payment of Dills 
for wars past and to come. Astounding as such a 
proportion was, the total, of course, was slight as) 
compared with the war bills now payable. 

By minimizing the machinery of war, by skeletoniz- 
ing fleets and armies and equipment, as the League 
plans to do, the world’s savings will be prodigiously 
enlarged. The economic beneficences will be incal- 
culable. The huge funds now necessarily expended 
for prospective wars will remain in the pockets of 
the people, to be disbursed by the people for their 
own needs, improvement and happiness. 

The Republican ,candidate for President at times 
shows impatience with the idealism that aspires to 
effect world peace. He thinks we should devote our 
attention to the “practicalities of life.”” The truth

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THE COTTON ORISIS. 


There is a reign of terror throughout the cotton 
belt. Gins are being destroyed, or closed under 
threats of destruction unless operations cease. The 
price of cotton has dropped in the last 30 days from 
30 to 17 cents. Planters are desperate. Commission 
bouses that have advanced money on the crop, which 
now can neither be marketed nor prepared for. mar- 
ket, are seriously involved. Producers and middle- 
men have joined in appealing to the Government for 
relief, but no practicable method has as yet been pro- 
posed. 

In the meantime, Europe needs our cotton badly. 
It is said that Germany alone wants 2,000,000 bales. 
She cannot buy it. She lacks money and credit and 
war-time restrictions still obstruct trade. So the 
great cotton crop which was grown partly in response 
to the earnest entreaty of European spinners last 
winter, cannot be utilized to meet the urgent needs 
of ragged humanity. 

Responsibility for this dreadful condition is charge- 
able largely to the stupidity and damn-the-conse- 
quences policy of the Senate’s refusal to ratify the 
peace treaty. Had the treaty been ratified promptly 
the world would still be confronted by problems of 
magnitude; but at least the deadly stagnation which 
now exists would have been lifted. 

The senatorial cabal that set out to down Wilson 

has measurably accomplished its pyrpose, but it has 
done it at a staggering cost. Here in St. Louis we 
shall presently feel that cost. A considerable part 
of our trade and prosperity depends on cotton. The 
cotton belt is St. Louis territory. It buys vast quan- 
tities of goods here.

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MORE WORK FOR SPENCER. 


Senator Spencer of Missouri still has work to do. 
His discovery and ruthless exposure of the monstrous 
promise President Wilson did not make to the Ru- 
manians and Serbians was a colossal feat, all right, 
but there is another egregious Democratic blunder 
that imperatively demands Spencerian treatment.

I used to think I 
knew where I stood, 
and I believe I did. 
I stood for just such 
a league as we are 
staying out of, and 
when Mr. Wilsen 
asked the country to 
give him a Congress 
that would support him in 1916 I indorsed that 
appeal. I would give a ton of sugar beets to 
stand now upon the high ground I occupied 
then. 

Politics were my undoing. I was an engi- 
neer, and no more guileless person than I ever 
fell into the hands of political gamesters. They 
gave me to understasd that I could have my 
choige of the presidential nominations by going 
into politics, and I very foolishly fell for it. 
You know what I got. There was so much 
said about the Republicans and the ease with 
which they would win that I decided to be a 
Republican and choose that nomination. Did 
I get it? ‘I did not. They were just working 
me to keep me from choosing the Democratic 
nomination. They knew very well that if I 
did come out as a Democrat and get the nom- 
ination they couldn’t beat me, and that is as 
certain today as it was then. Everybody tells 
me that, and I believe you feel it to be true. 

However, the Republicans are mighty shrewd 
politicians.
